A DEVASTATED mother has 
vowed to press charges against 
prison staff who deprived her son 
of asthma medication and basic 
medical help that could have saved 
his life. 

After the inquest into the death of Willliam 
Duke, Coroner Roger Sykes passed the file to 
the head of the Prison Service and the Director 
of Prosecutions and recommended criminal 
proceedings commence. 

Katie Duke’s son, known as Billy, from 
Sheemess, was on remand at HMP Elmley 
when the prison doctor prescribed an urgent 
Seretide inhaler on November 7, 2005. 
Tragically, nursing staff would never unpack 
the box of medication and Billy would never 
receive the drug. 

The lifelong asthma sufferer fell ill at about 
lam on November 8. He told prison staff he 
was suffering from shortness of breath, chest 
pain, that his inhaler wasn’t working and that 
he needed medical attention. 

However the 23-year-old was told he would 
have to wait until morning. As his condition 
deteriorated, Billy again asked for help, at 
2.30am, only to be told nothing could be done 
for him. 

It was not until after 6am that prison work¬ 
ers eventually intervened, but by this time the 
father-of-three was already dead.

Duke said words could not describe 
how she felt. 

“There is so much more they could 
have done for Billy but they simply left 
him to die. I don’t feel angry I just feel 
hollow. It’s obvious to anyone when 
someone is having a severe asthma 
attack. Even a child could have picked 
up that Billy was in need of help. They 
just left a young man to die. 

“I don’t ever want another parent to 
go through what I’ve been through. The 
thought of Billy and what he must 
have gone through - it’s just so cruel. 

“The family are all absolutely devas¬ 
tated. I’ve changed as a person and the 
whole family is still beside themselves. 
We simply don’t understand how peo¬ 
ple could stand by and watch him die.” 

That Billy died on the Isle of 
Sheppey is a bitter irony to Mrs Duke, 
who says the island was a source of 
great happiness to her son. 

She said: “Sheppey was a good place 
for Billy. My parents had property in 
Queenborough and Minster and we 
used to go there on holiday, as a fami¬ 
ly, each year. Billy met his childhood 
sweetheart, Claire, there as a teenag¬ 
er and from that moment that’s 
where he wanted to be. 

“He was a very sick child. He had 
chronic asthma, which we taught him 
religiously to look after. He knew 
when an attack was coming on and he 
knew what to do. 

“His father taught him breathing 
techniques and he knew when to ask 
for help. He absolutely would have 
known he was having a bad attack in 
the cell. He was an expert on asthma 
and would have been frightened.” 

Responsibility 

Mrs Duke says she felt extremely 
let down during the inquest when 
prison staff, including the senior offi¬ 
cer in charge, Robert Woolacott, took 
advantage of coroner’s court rules and 
refused confirm what they were doing 
in the seven hours leading up to 
Billy’s death. 

“I was gutted when they said ‘no 
comment’ to questions at the inquest. 
I wasn’t ready for that and truly 
believed they would all give evidence 
and be honest. 

“What really happened is they all 
hid behind each other. I say to them 
all, ‘A young man died in your care 
and you should take responsibility.’ 

“I don’t ever want another parent to 
have even a small taste of what I’ve 
been through. I won’t stop until the indi¬ 
viduals responsible are held to account. 

“Billy was a good son. He was artis¬ 
tic, kind and clever. This is the least I 
can do for him.” 

Coroner Roger Sykes singled out 
senior prison officer Robert Woolacott, 
prison nurse Lumka Mathangana 
and prison guard James Powell for 
investigation. 

Mrs Duke would like to thank char¬ 
ity INQUEST for its continued sup¬ 
port in Billy’s case.

Extradition fight lost 

FORMER Faversham firefighter 
Garry Mann has lost a last-minute 
appeal against his extradition to 
Portugal to serve a two-year sentence 
for football hooliganism. 

Mann was convicted for his part in 
a riot in Albufeira during the Euro 
2004 football tournament. 

His appeal for bail until outstand¬ 
ing applications are heard at the 
European Court of Appeal, was 
rejected on April 27. He launched a 
last-ditch attempt at the High Court 
to halt the process, but judges ruled 
his application “arguable”. 

.He is expected to be extradited in 
the next few days. 


Council to halt 
automatic pay 
increases? 


SWALE council has 
received its share of bad 
press in the past few years, 
but things are set to 
change, according to 
Abdool Kara. 

As evidence of a new leaner coun¬ 
cil, bosses are already in talks with 
Unison about ending the cherished 
automatic annual pay increase 
enjoyed by many in the public sec¬ 
tor. 

But with the shadow of the pro¬ 
tracted and expensive sacking of 
previous reforming CEO Mark 
Bilsborough hanging over him, the 
London high-flyer has his work cut 
out to fight the culture of slow-mov¬ 
ing bureaucracy and the £5 million 
black hole in council finances. 

Kara says the building blocks of a 
modem Swale are now in place: a 
revised financial plan, a restruc¬ 
tured raft of directors and senior 
managers and a clear will to make 
it a high-performing authority. 
However, he admits the cultural 
shift has not been easy. 

“It’s right to suggest the authority 
was insular in their steer of the 
world, but in fact there are now 
areas where we can hold our heads 
high in Kent and indeed the coun¬ 
try. Nationally, for example, we have 
one of the best recycling, and house¬ 
hold waste services and a fantastic 
staying put service, and we’ve real¬ 
ly turned our housing benefits sys¬ 
tem around. 

Confidence 

“Last time auditors gave us a zero 
performance rating for our housing 
services and rightly so. But we’ve 
worked hard on this and have just 
recently been audited again. We 
expect our new rating to reflect the 
work we’ve put in. 

“So there is something about 
internal confidence and external 
reputation that I think is the type of 
cultural journey we are on. 

“This isn’t an authority where 
people are afraid to work hard, but 
we have to know what our priorities 
are and communicate them effec¬ 
tively. 

“We want to send a strong signal, 
internally and externally, that we 
are putting performance first. This 
will mean we will reward good per¬ 
formance and work to tackle under¬ 
performance. 

“While we are still negotiating 
with UNISON we hope to bring in a 
system to make sure people don’t 
move up the incremental scale 
unless there is demonstrable evi¬ 
dence that they have increased in 
competence.” 

Mr Kara says the council has 
braced itself for public sector cuts, 
but hopes the new Government is 
formed as soon as possible to take 
away the vulnerability felt by local 
authorities. 

“Most parties have promised to 
safeguard education and health and

this makes the local authority vul¬ 
nerable.” 

He has already been approached 
by the new MP for Sittingboume 
and Sheppey, Gordon Henderson, 
and welcomed his pledged to fight 
to bring more funding to the com¬ 
munity. 

Kara says they intend to continue 
maximising income from sources 
such as planning applications. He 
also recognises that the procure¬ 
ment system is a potential source of 
hundreds of thousands of pounds 
worth of savings and a vital life-line 
to small businesses. 

“Some of the biggest savings you 
can make are in procurement con¬ 
tracts about being thoughtful and 
sensible. 

“While we are limited by legisla¬ 
tion, we want to make the procure¬ 
ment an even playing field for small 
organisations and third party agen¬ 
cies. Those larger organisations 
which are committed to using the 
smaller companies as sub-contrac¬ 
tors will stand a better chance of 
winning tenders.” 

We’ve set ourselves high targets 
on all performance indicators and 
while we may never hit one or two, 
for the vast majority we are work¬ 
ing hard to be as good as anybody in 
England.” 

Kara says the next big challenge 
is to start bringing major regenera¬ 
tion schemes, including the 
Sittingboume regeneration and 
Rushenden link, to fruition. 

Asked about his overall experi¬ 
ence, Kara says enthusiastically: “I 
can honestly say I am pleased with 
my decision to come to Swale. 

“There is a real will to change and 
be the best. I’ve had about four bad 
days since joining and I can’t grum¬ 
ble about that.”

Tories celebrate 
landslide victory

IN the end it wasn’t a ques¬ 
tion of who would win the 
Sittingboume and Sheppey 
Parliamentary seat, but 
rather by how much. 

Conservative Gordon Henderson 
secured victory with the biggest 
swing in Kent. 

Some had expected the super mar¬ 
ginal seat to culminate in a nail-bit¬ 
ing finish, as it did in 2005 when 
Henderson lost to Labour by just 79 
votes. 

On the night however, both the 
Liberal Democrat candidate Keith 
Nevols and the UKIP candidate Ian 
Davison were predicting a 
Henderson landslide even before the 
count had begun. 

Swale council chief executive and 
returning officer, Abdool Kara con¬ 
firmed they were right when he 
made the official announcement at 
4.03am. 

Gordon Henderson was duly elect¬ 
ed the new MP with 24,313 votes (50 
per cent), representing a 12,838 
majority and a swing of 12.63 per 
cent. 

The former Woolies employee 
replaces Labour’s Derek Wyatt, who 
stepped down from frontline politics 
after holding the seat since 1997. 

After thanking his campaign team 
and the voters in the district Mr

Henderson paid tribute to his wife 
Louise for supporting him in his 
decade-long ambition to be an MP. 

He added: “I’ve always said I will 
put my community above party poli¬ 
tics and it’s a pledge I intend to keep.” 

Mr Henderson first ran for office in 
Luton in 2001 before moving onto his 
first stab at the Sittingboume and 
Sheppey seat in 2005. 

He ran his election campaign based 
on a vote for change manifesto in 
which he promised to fight for better 
health services in the district, more 
jobs, reduce anti-social behavior and 
promote the interests of small busi¬ 
nesses. 

Speaking to Yourswale the morn¬ 
ing after the election Mr Henderson 
said he was approaching his win 
with a measure of sober pragmatism, 
adding: “Of course I’m over the moon, 
especially with the majority, but 
there is a job to be done. I already 
have a full in-tray and I intend to do 
what I said and put the community 
of Sittingboume and Sheppey first. 

“It’s all systems go.” 

If Henderson’s majority was sur¬ 
prising, so was the loss suffered by 
Labour’s Angela Harrison. She man¬ 
aged to pull in just 11,930 votes (24.6 
per cent) representing a loss of 17.2 
per cent or 5,121 votes since 2005. 

However, the Sheemess councillor 
remained stoic in defeat, saying: “I’ve 
only just started and Gordon’s been

at this for a long time. I intend to run 
for the next election.” 

Third place went to Liberal 
Democrat Keith Nevols, with 7,943 
votes, followed by UKIP’s Ian 
Davison with 2,610 votes and Veritas 
candidate David Cassidy with 158 
votes. 

Standing for the first time the BNP 
candidate Lawrence Tames took 
1,305 votes and Monster Raving 
Loony’s Mad Mike Young secured a 
respectable 319 votes - possibly 
equalling the number of bananas he 
gave out on election night. 

The total number of votes cast was 
48,578 (64.5) compared to 40,803 
(53.7) in 2005.

Labour see support 
fall at borough level 


IT was bad night all round for 
Swale Labour Party as the bor¬ 
ough election saw their council 
seats dwindle from 11 to 10. 

The downward trend was 
largely due to some shock gains 
by the Conservatives, including 
Murston, Roman and Sheemess 
East - long considered a Labour 
stronghold. Chris Foulds took 
the seat by a whisker, pulling in 
687 votes compared to Labour’s 
Mark Ellen at 686. 

Jackie Constable managed to 
take one back for Labour, secur¬ 
ing Halfway and Queenborough 
from the Tories. 

The net outcome saw the coun¬ 
cil shift further to the right, with 
the Conservatives up to 33 seats, 
Labour down from 11 to 10, the 
Liberal Democrats down from 
four seats to three and one seat 
remaining independent. 

As well as seeing Labour sup¬ 
port drop dramatically in the 
general election, Angela 
Harrison took a battering in her 
ward election. Her majority hold 
on Sheemess West dropped from 
34 per cent in 2005 to just over 
three per cent this time round. 

Speaking to Yourswale on elec¬ 
tion night, Labour spokesman, 
Roger Tmelove said: “Frankly, 
it’s not about the candidates at 
grass roots but more about 
what’s happening nationally. 
Even if Derek Wyatt had not 
stood down I don’t believe the 
outcome would have been differ¬ 
ent, although the margins may 


have been narrower. There isn’t 
a strong history of Labour sup¬ 
port in Kent.”

A FATHER from Sittingbourne 
says he is sick with worry follow¬ 
ing the disappearance of his 26 - 
year-old son who vanished after 
setting off for a weekend away 

Jim Green, of Rock Road, made an emo¬ 
tional appeal for information in the ongoing 
search. 

His son, Matthew Paul Green, left the fam¬ 
ily home some time before 6am on Friday, 
April 9 saying he was going to visit a friend 
in Mile End, London for the weekend. 

Mr Green added: “I saw him on the 
Thursday evening but he was gone before 
6am on the Friday because he had left the 
house before my wife, Pauline, went to work. 
He told us he would be back on Sunday night 
because he had work on Monday. 

“But he never arrived at Mile End and his 
friend never saw him. He has just vanished 
and we have no idea where to. 

‘We are sick with worry. It’s almost four 
weeks now and very out of character. There 
was no argument, no disagreement and 
nothing untoward and he was fit and well. 
We just don’t understand it.” 

Mr Green said although Matthew had left 
his mobile phone in his bedroom he did take 
a quantity of cash together with his driving 
licence and passport. 

“The police took his computer away and we 
are told he had been searching overseas des¬ 
tinations before he left but we don’t have any 
other details. 

We know police have checked the hospi¬ 
tals but didn’t find him and they we know he 
hasn’t been arrested or involved in any alter¬ 
cations. 

We are just waiting to find out if he has 
left the country and travelled using his pass¬ 
port and the policed have put out his photo¬ 
graph and details. 

“All we want to say to him is please get in 
touch. If not with us then with a friend or

someone else. A facebook campaign has been 
set up for him and it now has over 2000 
members. We all just want to know he is safe 
and well. 

“We keep asking the question of what hap¬ 
pened to him but we don’t have an answer. 
We don’t know where to turn and we are all 
worried sick.” 

Police have launched a missing persons 
appeal for Matthew who is described as 
white, having a shaved head, brown eyes, of 
slim build and with two tattoos on his upper 
arm.

A FACEBOOK vigilante has 
named and shamed almost 200 con¬ 
victed sex offenders and pae¬ 
dophiles - with mug shots to match. 

Chris Wittwer, 34, spent two years researching 
and compiling information for each county and 
has now exposed some 6,000 sex attackers on the 
social networking site, used by around 23 million 
people in the UK and 400 million globally. 

His group ‘UK Paedophiles Named and 
Shamed’ lists 196 offenders for the Kent area 
with pictures, crimes and where they lived at 
the time of their offences. 

Around 5,000 people in the county have 
become members of the group, hailing Mr 
Wittner a “hero” for his work. 

Despite concerns by police about the site, the 
warehouse worker, from Exeter, said he is sim¬ 
ply providing information already in the public 
domain. 

He insists he only puts details of convicted 
sex offenders on the site, using court records 
and police press releases. 

And despite being shut down when he first

started the group, he was given permission to 
start up again after proving he was breaking no 
laws by showing information already available 
to the public. 

He said: “On the site we aim to expose the 
paedophiles, perverts and child abuse animals 
that infest our society today. 

“This group is dedicated to all those that have 
suffered because of this disgusting crime.” 

Mr Wittwer has received praise from thou¬ 
sands of Facebook members, who claim he is 
providing a public service. 

But Kent Police is treating the site with cau¬ 
tion. 

A spokeswoman said: “Any information taken 
from the internet and sites such as Facebook 
should be treated in this way as its authentici¬ 
ty cannot be confirmed. 

“Part of Multi Agency Public Protection 
Arrangements (MAPPA) includes assessing 
risk to members of the public and where they 
should be told about offenders in their commu¬ 
nity, we tell them.

‘We encourage anyone with concerns about 
offenders to report the information to the police 
or through Crimestoppers. 

“By providing the police and our partners 
with information, members of the public can 
help to protect themselves and others.” 

She added: We have invested significant 
resources to manage and monitor sexual 
offenders in the community.” 

A spokeswoman from Facebook said the net¬ 
working site should be a place for people to 
openly discuss and express their views. 

“It is within the terms of the site for users to 
express their views about a public figure, which 
includes views about someone who has been con¬ 
victed of a crime and details related to the crime 
that are freely available in the media,” she said. 

“However, bullying and harassment of a pri¬ 
vate individual is against the terms of use of 
the site. As a community, Facebook is highly 
self-regulating, and we encourage users to 
report questionable or offensive content.” 

Last week, this newspaper revealed how 14 
convicted sex offenders had gone “missing” off 
the police radar in Kent.

Q 


Tell us a little about yourself? 



A I am one of two deputy head teachers at 
Westlands School, Sittingboume, with spe¬ 
cific responsibility for school improvement and 
specialist school status. I have been here since 
2004. In my spare time I coach rugby with 
Sheppey under 15s and east Kent under 15s, 
where I am chairman of the club.

Tell us a bit about Westlands. 


Q 


Why teaching? 


A I decided to go into teaching when I was 
about 13 or 14. Having finished at school I 
went to university to train to be a PE teacher. 
I taught at the former Sheppey School before 
getting a head of PE post in Maidstone. I then 
re-trained in special needs and joined Minster 
College in 1994. After eight years, I became 
assistant head at St George’s Middle School 
before joining Westlands. 

QWhat's the best bit about your job? 

A I like the day-to-day contact with young 
people and sharing in their successes as 
they develop. It’s good to be in a position to 
inspire them. I also like the strategic planning 
aspects of my role. 

QAnd the most challenging? 

A The most challenging would be dealing 
with pupils who are disruptive and the 
parents who do not support the school. 


A Westlands is a very large and busy school. 

Pupils and staff are given lots of opportuni¬ 
ties to succeed in whatever they are good at. 
Despite its size, Westlands is a caring school 
with excellent pastoral support. 

Q Not every child is academically gifted. What's your 
advice? 

A My advice would be don’t give up. Every¬ 
one has something they are good at and it 
is our role to ensure the children believe in 
themselves to become active and well-rounded 
members of the community. 

Q Any advice for people considering a career as a teacher? 

A Teaching is a demanding job. You have to 
like young people and work hard. You have 
to love your subject areas and be able to 
inspire. Also, the holidays are good. 

Q What part do schools play in nurturing an interest in 
sport in young people? 

A Schools should take a lead role in promot¬ 
ing sport. However it is important that 
schools work closely with the community to 
ensure the links are effective. 

I have found in rugby, for instance, that 
schools can stir an interest but do not neces¬ 
sarily have the facilities to really develop it. 
But by liaison with local clubs young people 
can be encouraged to attend, introduced and 
made to feel comfortable. At my club we have 


recruited several players through school rec¬ 
ommendations and festivals, and they have 
used the club to really develop their interest 
and skills. 


Q 


What are the benefits? 


A By participating in sport, young people 
learn to look after themselves and lead 
more positive and purposeful lives. I have seen 
many people who have had to learn to act as 
part of a team and this has rubbed off on their 
school or professional lives. I also think sport 
is important from a participation perspective 
and competition is good preparation for life. 
What sporting activities are you currently involved in? 

A I have found that sports can open doors in 
life and certainly through rugby, it comes 
with a unique companionship that is global. 

My days of playing are now behind me, yet 
sport always provides a new challenge. 
Nowadays my focus is on using my experience 
to benefit others by coaching and through 
administration of sports, so that others can 
take from sport what I have gained. 

I have also signed up for the three peaks 
challenge. In June half-term, a team of us are 
attempting to climb Ben Nevis, Scafell Pike 
and Snowdon in just 24 hours. 

We are looking to raise £10,000 for Teenage 
Cancer Care and Demelza House, so any help 
would be much appreciated. If anyone wants 
to support us please contact me at the school.

The true cost to 

Swale of swine 
flu pandemic 



AFTER EFFECTS: Health Trust managers needed to

THE health trust covering Swale 
has spent a massive £1.1 million 
tackling the swine flu pandemic - 
despite others spending as little as 
£ 11 , 100 . 

NHS Eastern and Costal Kent ran up the bill 
paying for resources such as staff, storage of 
vaccines, and drug collection points, after the 
threat of a pandemic swept the nation last year. 

Funding for vaccines and antivirals came 
from central government. 

In 2009-10, contingency plans in the budget 
meant money was available to pay for the costs 
that year. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent’s acting chief 
executive David Meikle said: “Each year the 
PCT sets aside money in its budget for contin¬ 
gencies such as the swine flu pandemic. 

“This represents good financial management. 

“Due to these plans, money was available in 
2009-10 to pay for swine flu costs in that year.” 

Andrew Scott-Clark, deputy director for pub-

lie health, added that the trust is the sixth 
largest in England with a widely dispersed pop¬ 
ulation of 732,000. 

“It was the lead primary care trust managing 
the pandemic for the whole of Kent ensuring a co¬ 
ordinated response across the county,” he said. 

On average, PCTs spent £340,000 tackling 
the swine flu problem. 

The cost was revealed by industry publication 
GP magazine, which requested spending fig¬ 
ures for all 152 PCTs, under the Freedom of 
Information Act. Of the 107 that responded, 
NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent topped the list 
with the highest expenditure. 

Milton Keynes NHS spent just £11,100. 

Although the Department of Health funded 
antivirals and vaccines, trusts were expected to 
pay for any other expenses. 

This included storage and distribution of vac¬ 
cines, equipment, antiviral collection points, 
staff costs and training. 


Publicity and communication was also paid 
for by the trusts, with the majority using their 
own contingency funds. 

The handling of the situation by government 
has been criticised by the British Medical 
Association (BMA), which believes the 
Department of Health should be responsible for 
the financial burden. 

Dr Richard Vautrey, deputy chairman of the 
BMA’s GPs Committee, said: “A pandemic 
should be seen as an exceptional circumstance 
and a primary care trust should be fully sup¬ 
ported by central government. 

“The whole nature of a national health serv¬ 
ice is that one area should be able to support 
another, and the unusual financial burden of 
this episode should be borne centrally.” 

A spokeswoman from the Department of 
Health said counter-measures, including 
antivirals and vaccines, were fully funded by 
central government. 

She added: “A consistent approach was 
applied to all PCTs in that any further local 
spending had to be met from existing budgets.”

Emu 
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Uberation heroes join party

THE 65th anniversary of the liber¬ 
ation of Holland saw 380 veterans 
- who fought from the Normandy 
beaches on D-Day into the Low 
Countries and beyond - attend 
commemorations on May 5. 

Coaches left the Port of Dover last week 
heading for the lands they freed from the 
Nazis at the end of World War Two. 

Events in Holland were coordinated by the 
Normandy Veterans’ Association and 
Norfolkline ferries supplied free transport for 
five coaches of veterans on its Dover-Dunkirk 
route. 

Peter Hodge, who raises funds for veterans, 
said they had all been welcomed. 

He said: “It’s bought back memories and 
we’ve been treated extremely well. The Dutch 
really appreciate what the Allied soldiers did 
for them. It’s very emotional for everyone. 

“In one village there was dancing in the 
streets and veterans received medals. We were 
also able to say thank you to the Dutch resist¬ 
ance who helped so many British and other 
Allied troops and airmen. We were able to 
show it was a combined effort to liberate 
Holland. 

“It’s also great to see how the Dutch have 
recovered from the war. Places bombed and 
battered now have real style. It’s fantastic.” 

Holland was liberated by Canadian troops, 
with the assistance of the British and 
American armies and the French also playing 
a part. 

On May 5,1945, Canadian General Charles 
Foulkes and German Commander-in-Chief 
Johannes Blaskowitz reached an agreement 
on the capitulation of Nazi forces in the 
Netherlands, at the Hotel De Wereld, 
Wageningen. 

This followed a failed Allied attempt to end 
the war quickly through Operation Market 
Garden, which saw airborne troops dropped 
near bridges over the Rhine, including at 
Arnhem - the famous A Bridge Too Far. 

But British veterans who did help liberate 
the Dutch were applauded for their heroism at 
last week’s events, including a service in the 
village of Zutphen. 

They were joined by Canadian and Belgian 
veterans of the conflict. 

At the service was a group of Dutch resist¬ 
ance people who had risked their lives by shel¬ 
tering downed Allied airmen and troops.

After the liberation in 1945, Liberation Day 
was commemorated every five years. Finally, 
in 1990, the day was declared to be a national 
holiday when the liberation would be com¬ 
memorated and celebrated every year. 

On May 4 each year, the Dutch hold a 
Remembrance of the Dead for those who 
fought and died during the 1939-45 conflict 
and wars in general. 

There is a remembrance gathering in the 
Nieuwe Kerk in Amsterdam and at the 
national monument on Dam Square in 
Amsterdam. Throughout the country, two min¬ 
utes of silence are observed at 8pm. 



Jailed backpacker halts appeal 


A BACKPACKER tortured and 
locked up for six years in an Indian 
jail has given up his fight for inno¬ 
cence and begged to come home. 

Patrick Malluzzo, 

32, from Dartford, has 
applied for a transfer 
to a British prison, 
even though it means 
dropping an appeal 
against his conviction 
in the Indian 
Supreme Court. 

Malluzzo (above), who was arrest¬ 
ed in 2004 for possession of cannabis, 
said his fight had “reached the end of 
the road”. 

“I have been fighting for justice for 
six years, which has taken a serious 
toll,” he said. “I want to return to the 
UK so I can be close to my family.” 

Malluzzo was arrested while back¬ 
packing when a bag containing 19kg 
of cannabis - worth £2,000 in India - 
was found under train seats booked 


in his name and that of his co¬ 
accused ‘J’. He had not used the seat 
after a change in plans, but his bag 
and personal belongings were found 
with the drugs. 

He claimed he had asked J - 
another British backpacker - to take 
them so he could travel light, arrang¬ 
ing to meet later in Goa. 

The pair met and J said he had got 
off the train to buy food and it had 
left the station with the belongings. 

Malluzzo said he had thought 
nothing of it and booked flights to 
Thailand, but was arrested at 
Mumbai airport and charged with 
possession of cannabis. 

Malluzzo was jailed and forced to 
wait two years for a trial, during 
which he claimed to be tortured. He 
signed a confession and was sen¬ 
tenced to 10 years in Kota jail. 

His co-accused J was acquitted. An 
appeal in the Rajasthan High Court 
this year also proved unsuccessful. 



RSPB's 'Futurescape' plan for estuary 


WILDLIFE in the Thames Estuary 
should be better protected against 
potentially harmfiil developments 
like Boris Island, says the RSPB. 

The charity believes conservation 
should be about the entire land¬ 
scape, putting the environment at 
the heart of every planning issue. 

It has identified the estuary as the 
first of several planned ‘Futurescape’ 
regions, which would involve team¬ 
ing up with other conservation 
groups, businesses, local authorities 
and communities. 

Such a partnership could spell the 
end for controversial proposals such 
as London Mayor Boris Johnson’s 
idea for an airport off the Kent coast. 

Andre Farrar, of the RSPB, said: 
“Those behind plans like this are 
harking back to older ways of think¬ 
ing that really don’t deliver and 
would be hugely damaging. We have 
a responsibility to ensure we put the 


future of these places at the heart of 
decision-making.” 

The RSPB owns or manages 40 sq 
km of land for wildlife on the 
Thames and has spent more than 
£50 million regenerating land in the 
region. The estuary is fisted as the 
UKs fifth most important site for 
water birds. 

In 2002 the charity joined other 
campaigners in defeating the 
Government’s plans for an airport at 
Cliffe, near Rochester, and is work¬ 
ing with developers to ensure the 
Thames Gateway project benefits 
wildlife as well as residents. 

The RSPB is also campaigning 
against the Lydd airport expansion 
plan. Mr Farrar said: “As a nation we 
need to look hard at how we can 
improve the situation. Futurescapes 
are about working with local author¬ 
ities to ensure conservation is not an 
afterthought.”

Gary Wright says MPs would rather have a hung parliament than let us decide their fate again soon 



THE forecasters got it wrong, but the 
exit poll was spot on in predicting the 
un-decideds didn’t have the bottle to 
vote Lib-Dem and most of the ‘newly 
engaged’ first-time voters couldn’t 
actually be bothered to vote at all. 

As I write the Lib Dem party is in its fourth day of 
negotiations with the Tories to form a majority 
government. Despite their inherent differences, it 
seems likely the two will find a way to work together. 

Cameron’s Tories can taste power and will do 
whatever they need to secure Clegg’s support. 

And by representing more than 60 per cent of the 
electorate, it’s not a bad thing. Probably. 

Electoral reform actually seems quite a good idea 
although you could argue no one actually voted for it. 

When the election was announced I celebrated the 
fact that for four weeks our voices would be heard. 

As I said then, French philosopher Jean-Jacques 
Rousseau summed up our system 250 years ago 
when he wrote the English are mistaken in thinking 
they are free: “It is free only during the election of 
members of parliament; as soon as the members are 
elected, the people is enslaved.” 

Now we are sidelined, though I rather admired the 
1,000 or so protestors for PR who turned up outside 
Lib-Dem HQ on Saturday. It’s too late though, MPs 
are elected - now they’ll do as they like. 


Cameron must come up with a deal or a lot of his 
party members are going to be very upset and he’ll 
face the boot as leader. 

Brown’s offer to Clegg on Friday may have sounded 
a bit desperate. That’s because it was, but unfortunately 
he has nothing to offer Clegg and his band of 50. 

Britain is in deep financial trouble, whoever runs 
the country will be forced by the IMF and Europe to 
do the right thing, even if does mean sacking 
hundreds of thousands of NHS and public sector staff. 

For Labour losing will be the best thing that 
happened to them. Did they really want to implement 
cuts that would have ensured they’d be out of power 
for a another generation? 

For Cameron almost winning is probably good 
enough. With the Lib Dems on board he has someone 
to blame when the electorate gets upset. He can also 
build his image as a statesman and win over those in 
his party who think his election campaign was a bit 
rubbish really. Next time he could secure a majority. 

And for the Lib Dems, they’ll have a taste of power 
at the top table. I reckon they’ll be a few defectors 
over the next couple of years who’ll like life as a Tory 
and will be tempted by the trappings of office. 

As I’ve said though now we must watch from the 
sidelines, the MPs are back in charge and they will 
decide both their own destiny... and eventually, ours. 

Don’t believe talk of another election soon - they’d 
rather have a hung parliament with compromises 
than face giving us have our say again too soon.

The real cost for 
cancer patients 

Money worries should be the last 
thing on your mind following a 
cancer diagnosis, but in fact patients 
tell Macmillan Cancer Support that 
they’re second only to pain in 
causing them stress and anxiety. 

Macmillan knows that 
unfortunately the bills don’t stop 
just because you are ill and so 
provides benefits-advisers in local 
communities and calls for a better 
financial deal for people affected by 
cancer. 

But sometimes more immediate 
relief is called for and that’s why 
the charity gave out more than 
£203,989 to 632 people in Kent last 
year, specifically to help those who 
were struggling to pay their bills 
after a cancer diagnosis. 

Our grants can make a real 
difference to someone with cancer 
in desperate need, but they cannot 
be a permanent solution. 

That’s where our local Macmillan 
benefits-advisers and phone-line 
can help. Cancer can have a 
devastating effect on people’s 
finances, especially if they have to 
give up work. 

There is money in the 
Government pot, but people don’t 
always know it’s available or are 
reluctant to claim. 

Often people are too ill to fill out 
the long and complicated claim 
forms. 

In 2009, Macmillan gave out 
almost £9 million in grants to more 
than 27,000 people nationally. 

This means that every week, 
more than 400 people receive a 
grant from Macmillan. 

Most people who claim for grants 
need money for fuel bills, followed 
closely by a need for new clothes. 

Help with the cost of getting to 
hospital and parking is the third 
biggest issue, but the charity also 
gives money for household items, 
such as washing machines, to make 
life easier as well as items that help 
individuals continue with activities 
they enjoy. 

For example, a grant was recently 
given to a man with cancer of the 
larynx to help pay for a special 
swimming device, so that he could 
still enjoy swimming after his 
operation. Sadly, help was also 
required for ten children who were 
less than a year old.

Overcrowded 
jails in 'crisis' 

A PENAL reform charity has criticised 
the justice system after figures revealed 
prisons are overcrowded by more than 
100 per cent. 

HMP Canterbury, which contains only 
foreign prisoners, was listed at number 
nine in the top 20 most overpopulated 
prisons in England and Wales. The 
report, by the Howard League for Penal 
Reform, showed the jail was certified for 
use for 195 prisoners, but the population 
in March, 2010, was 303. 

Frances Crook, director of the charity, 
called it a “crisis”, adding: “Overcrowding 
results in fewer resources being available 
for each prisoner. Consequently, prison 
services focus on maintenance of basic 
amenities more than reintegration and 
security, more than purposeful activity 
and rehabilitation.” 

A total of 80 prisons out of the 139 in 
England and Wales are overpopulated, 
with around 19,000 inmates sharing a 
cell designed for just one person. On 
average, prisons are overcrowded by 111 
per cent. 

A spokesman from the prison service 
said the Ministry of Justice was unable 
to comment on HMP Canterbury. 

He added: “Since April, 2007, over 
7,500 places have been delivered under 
the capacity programme.” 


THE voices of 100 Kent women and 
a host of celebrities have hit the 
airwaves in a bid to top the charts 
and raise money for cancer research. 

Music moguls hope their remake of 1980s 
classic Girls Just Want to Have Fun will reach 
number one as millions of women take to the 
streets in this year’s 5km Race for Life, which is 
being held at towns across the UK over the 
next three months. 

As the country’s largest female-only event, 
the campaign, led by Cancer Research UK, has 
raised more than £300m since it first launched 
in 1994. And this year, as well as gearing up for 
Kent’s six Race for Life events, 100 women lent 
their voices for the new charity single, released 
earlier this month. 

Some of those involved in the recording, 
which took place at Bluewater in February, 
have had their own struggles with cancer. 

They feature alongside 20 celebrities, 
including actress Caroline Quentin, glamour 
model Danielle Lloyd, TV presenter Zoe 
Salmon and actress and singer Kym Marsh. 

D J Sonique - famous for her number one hit 
It Feels So Good - also took part; stepping back 
into the limelight following her own battle with 


breast cancer. The singer has just finished six 
weeks of radiotherapy after three operations to 
remove a cancerous lump. 

The 41-year-old said: “Knowing the single 
features women who, like me, have been 
directly affected by cancer, as well as hundreds 
of women from across the UK, makes me feel 
extremely proud. 

“Recording the single was so much fun and 
meeting other women who wanted to do their 
bit to help the cause was really inspirational. 

“I hope this inspires people to buy the track 


and inspires every woman, whether they want 
to walk, jog, or run, to sign up for a Race for Life 
this year too.” 

Race for Life is now in its 17th year, with 
more than 700,000 taking part last year and 
£60m raised for Cancer Research UK’s 
lifesaving work.

A night out with 
Jools and friends 


JOOLS HOLLAND 

Saturday, June 12, Winter Gardens, Margate. 

GET ready to boogie on down to 
Thanet next month when the inim¬ 
itable Jools Holland pays a visit. 

With his famous Rhythm and Blues 
Orchestra, Holland’s live shows have become 
must-see events for fans of toe-tapping, hip¬ 
swinging music. 

In recent years, Holland has performed to 
four million people and his concerts have 
become an annual event for many people, who 
cannot get enough of the band’s excellent 
musicianship. A party atmosphere pervades at 
all their shows and June’s concert is sure to 
get the summer off to a swinging start. 

Some very special guests join Holland for the 
concert at the Winter Gardens, including 
singer Alison Moyet. With her distinctive, soul- 
infused voice, Moyet became a big star in the 
80s as one half of Yazoo and went on to enjoy 
considerable solo success. The other guest 
vocalists will be Ruby Turner and Louise 
Marshall, and former Squeeze drummer 
Gilson Lavis will also be performing. 

Bom in south east London in 1958, Holland 
soon revealed himself to be a prodigious musi¬ 
cal talent and by the time he was eight, he 



could play the piano fluently by ear. During his 
early teens he began his performing career in 
London pubs, although his first steps to suc¬ 
cess came when he formed Squeeze at the age 
of just 15. 

Along with Glenn Tilbrook and Chris 
Difford, he achieved extraordinary success, 
and hits such as Up The Junction and Cool For 
Cats still enjoy radio airplay today. Squeeze 
became popular in America and the band per¬ 
formed at the iconic Madison Square Garden. 

During his days with Squeeze, Holland 
formed a lasting professional relationship 
with dmmmer Gilson Lavis, with whom he is 
still working today. 

The pair became the first members of the 
Jools Holland Big Band, formed in 1987, which 
eventually became the 20-piece Jools Holland 
and his Rhythm and Blues Orchestra. Now a 
staple part of many fans’ annual music calen¬ 
dar, the orchestra is always in demand and the 
highlight of many a festival. 

Alongside his career as a musician, Holland 
has also become a TV presenter and broad¬ 
caster. He made his first foray into presenting 
when he interviewed The Police for a docu¬ 
mentary in the early 80s and then auditioned 
for The Tube, a youth culture show which soon 
became cult viewing. 

With his co-presenter Paula Yates, Holland 
helped to highlight countless new musicians 


and comedians. His role as champion of new 
and diverse music continues today with his 
popular BBC series Later... With Jools 
Holland, on which established and more 
obscure artists have the chance to shine. The 
programme’s Hootenanny is now a regular 
part of New Year’s Eve celebrations, as 
unmissable as his live performances. 

His highlights as an interviewer include a 
rare meeting with jazz legend Miles Davis in 
1986 and Holland bears the unique honour of 
having performed with musicians who have 
achieved success in every decade of the 20th 
century. 

Holland has also contributed to the film 
industry, with appearances in Spice World and 
Me & Orson Welles, and collaborated with 
Eddi Reader on tracks for the latter film. As a 
presenter he has fronted documentaries on 
American music and interviewed some of his 
own heroes, such as Fats Domino, Dr John and 
Lee Dorsey. 

For his multimillion-selling series of record¬ 
ings Jools and Friends, Holland has worked 
with a diverse array of artists from Sting, 
George Harrison and Eric Clapton to 
Sugababes, KT Tunstall and Norah Jones.

RECESSION and an 
Icelandic volcano have 
given a massive boost to 
the UK’s tourism industry 
as Brits rediscover the bril¬ 
liance of their homeland. 

Bournemouth could not have 
picked a better time to emerge as 
one of the UK’s top holiday resorts. 

A long weekend seemed an ideal 
opportunity to find out why a resort 
once seen as quaint has not so much 
reinvented itself, as simply moved 
with the times in a way any number 
of British seaside towns have failed. 

It is a leading destination for water 
sports fans - including surfing, water-ski¬ 
ing, diving and jetsking - as well as hav¬ 
ing almost 10 miles of sandy beaches. 

Boscome to the east has Europe’s 
first articificial surf reef (and beach 
‘pods’ designed by Wayne 
Hemingway) and to the west Poole 
sits on the largest natural harbour 
in Europe - that means sheltered 
water and a fascinating history. 

Bournemouth town centre and sea 
front on a late April weekend bus¬ 
tled with shoppers, families and stu¬ 
dents as bands played in the Lower 
Gardens - the place had a real buzz. 

Eating out is a magnificent adven¬ 
ture with 400 restaurants and bars 
on offer, and I think we got lucky. 

The Print Room, right opposite my 
hotel in the town centre, held a spe¬ 
cial interest for me situated as it is 
in the room where the press had 
lived for the town’s evening paper. 

Three years ago it was trans¬ 
formed into a 1930s-style eatery, 
with wooden seating booths com¬ 
plete with a mirror-backed bar, 
Swarovski chandeliers and a black- 
and-white chequered floor. 

The food was excellent and, as one 
critic said, it is one of the south 
coast’s best kept secrets. 

The following day we enjoyed 
lunchtime cocktails and a superb 
Thai-style meal in the Aruba, situat¬ 
ed unexpectedly through a doorway 
at the front of Bournemouth pier. 

Climb a few stairs and you will be 


surprised by the airy space offering 
seaviews, packed with diners. 

Do take a few minutes to find it, 
most locals know it, a lot of visitors 
miss it. Recommended. 

And that evening we had been 
directed to the newly reopened 
Ventana Brasserie, part of the stun¬ 
ning Art Deco-styled Cumberland 
Hotel, a short taxi ride from 
Bournemouth centre. 

The food was ambitious but good 
(and very reasonably priced), the 
staff were courteous and the gor¬ 
geous decor was in keeping with the 
building. You could almost have 
been in a 1930s Hollywood musical 
set. But the plasma TV with Sky 
sports news ruined the effect, even 
with the sound turned down. 

Now don’t think this weekend 
was one long food festival. Oh no, 
we managed to pop into the 
Oceanarium (near the pier), and saw 
turtles, sharks and a lot of fish. 

I loved it, kids will love it and its 
one to keep up your sleeve if the 
weather turns nasty. 


We also found time for a trip on 
the Bournemouth Eye, a huge teth¬ 
ered helium balloon soaring to 500ft 
out of the Lower Gardens. 

Views were spectacular, one of the 
signs I’m sure claimed 60 miles, but 
the sea mist curbed that a little. 

By Sunday lunchtime we’d moved 
on to Poole. A different proposition 
from Bournemouth yet closely relat¬ 
ed. The old town really is, well, old 
with a sprinkling of little shops, yet 
still has the feel of a working harbour. 

Then it was time to eat again: 
Sunday lunch at the Custom House, 
overlooking the quay and the world- 
famous Sunseeker boatyard (I use 
the term in the way one might call 
Wembley simply a football ground) 
which added glamour. 

So replete, again (splendid three- 
course Sunday lunch) we wander 
around the Poole Pottery then 
relaxed with a quiet drink on the 
harbour front and reflected this 
part of Britain offers so much... and 
it’s only a couple of hours drive from 
Kent.

Iron Man 2 is not such a Marvel

DIRECTOR Jon Favreau’s first 
encounter with the Marvel Comics 
superhero was one of the most 
exhilarating diversions of the 2008 
summer blockbuster season. 

The film’s heady conflation of dazzling spe¬ 
cial effects, playful performances and sizzling 
screen chemistry between Robert Downey Jr 
and Gwyneth Paltrow jet-propelled the film to 
gargantuan box office takings in excess of half 
a billion dollars. 

Money talks loudly in Hollywood and so, 
inevitably, Favreau and most of his cast return 
for the sequel. 

The weight of expectation on Iron Man 2 
would test even the strength of the eponymous 
hero’s red and gold armour and regrettably, 
the turbo-charged sequel misfires. 

Screenwriter Justin Theroux struggles to 
integrate the new characters and to strike the 
same rumbustious tone as the first film. 

However, he does incorporate several scenes 
of Nick Fury (Samuel L Jackson) which lay 
the groundwork for the forthcoming film of 
The Avengers featuring Iron Man, Captain 
America and The Incredible Hulk. 

A brief sequence after the end credits 
continues to whet the appetite of ardent fans 
of the comics. 

Billionaire industrialist Tony Stark (Robert 
Downey Jr) announces to the world that he is 
Iron Man and buoys his over-inflated ego with 
the adulation of the masses. 

He single-handedly maintains world peace 
to the chagrin of the US government and pri¬ 
vate investors, who are keen to acquire his 
technology for their own needs. 

Stark refuses to share his invention, causing 
a furore at a Senate Armed Services 
Committee run by Senator Stern (Garry 
Shandling). Soon after, Russian physicist Ivan 
Vanko (Mickey Rourke), whose father helped 
pioneer the Iron Man technology, creates a 
crude replica of the electromagnetic device in 
the industrialist’s chest and transforms him¬ 
self into the villainous Whiplash. 

His attack on Stark during a grand prix 
compels the military to take action, seizing 
one of the suits. 

Stark races to avert disaster aided by good 
friend ‘Rhodey’ (Don Cheadle), new secretary 


Natalie Rushman (Scareltt Johansson) and 
chauffeur Happy Hogan (Jon Favreau). 

Meanwhile, rival arms industrialist Justin 
Hammer (Sam Rockwell) concocts a plan to 
destroy Stark Industries, which is now under 


the control of new CEO, Virginia ‘Pepper’ Potts 
(Gwyneth Paltrow). 

Iron Man 2 is weighed down by the anguish 
of Downey Jr’s inventor, who is being poisoned 
to death by the technology that keeps him alive.

There are a couple of cute one-liners -“Don’t 
be mad. I’m fending off a Hammer-oid attack!” 
- but these are few and far between. 

The rapport with Paltrow’s sassy love inter¬ 
est energises several scenes and Rourke’s 
tattooed villain is quietly compelling, destroy¬ 
ing the myth of Iron Man because as he tells 
Stark, “If you can make God bleed then people 
will cease to believe.” 

Action scenes are slickly orchestrated but 
don’t get the blood pumping and the final 
showdown is a huge anti-climax. 

Like its egotistical central protagonist, the 
sequel feels tired.

IDRIS Elba was in The Wire, which, 
in case you haven’t heard is a leg¬ 
endary American cop show, that had 
critics frothing at the mouth with 
superlatives to describe its quality. 

The imposing actor played the 
brooding, cerebral drug-dealer 
Stringer Bell and was one of the 
best TV characters of all time - no 
small praise there. 

I never knew he was British until 
recently, which is a testament to just 
how well he carried off the role. 

Not once did you hear him break 
into any accent other than that of 
Bell and he was utterly convincing. 

The BBC obviously knew a good 
thing when they saw it, and snapped 
him up for Luther, its own big new 
cop drama. Here he veiy much takes 
centre stage, whereas in The Wire 
he was one of many who made up a 
terrific ensemble cast.

I usually avoid this kind of show 
like the plague, but thought I’d tune 
in on the strength of his casting. 

The results are mixed, however. 

Elba’s performance is solid enough, 
but the show is too bogged down in 
cliches to really make much of an 
impression. 

Like every TV cop with a maverick 
streak, John Luther has woman 
troubles, seems almost consumed 
by self-loathing and has flashback 
problems which give him a huge chip 
on his shoulder. 

He broods a lot, too. He has a dark 
side, you see, and if you didn't see 
that coming a mile off then you 
should get down to Specsavers. 

I accept that a cop drama might be 
hard going if the character was 


whiter than white, but the same 
old plot devices come up time and 
time again. 

Would it really be that hard to 
draw up something new, to make 
the character stand out from the 
crowd a bit? 

The show is pretty nice to look at, 
and the streets of London are shot 
with panache, but was revealing the 
wrongdoer, before the plot unfolded, 
really a wise move? 

Luther is not a disaster just a 
little unoriginal and by the book to 
really warrant too much praise. 

There is certainly room for 
improvement and perhaps this 
will get better as we learn a bit 
more about why the character is the 
way he is. 

Let’s just hope for a few surprises 
along the way or this could tail off 
into just another cop show territory.

Latest Z-Car continues 
to uphold proud legacy 


NISSAN launched its original ‘71 
sports coupe here in 1970’s. 

The dynasty has not always impressed like 
that debutante though - then known as a 
Datsun - but the beefy 2003 vintage 350Z 
marked an impressive return to form. And it 
made way last year for the excellent 370Z 
derivative tested here in flagship GT form. 

This ticks open boxes left by its predecessor; 
nobody doubted the 350Z’s value for money, 
but the newer car’s cabin is closer to its 
£28,345 to £31,645 price band. 

And while the 350Z appeared muscular, 
some saw it as porkiness; the 370Z is actually 
seven centimetres shorter yet looks more slim- 
waisted. 

A rather intrusive bracing bar behind the 
350Z’s front seats has been lowered and 
camouflaged too, without affecting the stiff¬ 
ness of the car, which is also 32 kilos lighter. 

But don’t think the ‘Z’ has gone soft. The 
328bhp 3.7-litre V6 - up from the 350Z’s 309bhp 
- sounds brutal when challenged, revs cleanly 
(0-60mph in 5.3 seconds) yet feels refined and 
muted on a high-speed motorway dash. 

Like its predecessor though, the 370Z can be

hard work in traffic, with its heavy clutch and a 
six-speed gearshift that can feel lumpy at low 
speeds - the seven-speed auto option might be 
preferable if you want more all-round ability. 

However, the manual option does have 
Synchro Rev Control (SRC). Nissan calls this 
“the world’s first fully synchronised down/up 
shift rev control system allowing drivers of 
any skill level to experience perfectly smooth 
gear shifts every time.” I turned it off soon 
though, preferring to blip the throttle myself. 

The wheelbase is slightly shorter than 
before, but the rear-driven coupe is well-bal¬ 
anced and the direct steering and lively engine 

- in both the revs and sound departments - 
make for an exciting drive. A predictable and 
well-controlled tendency to step out slightly on 
the comers make it a real enthusiast’s car - 
especially with the SRC switched off. 

It also represents superb value. 

Obvious German rivals to the 370Z series - 
a lovely roadster is also available from £30,445 

- are the Audi TT, BMW Z4 and the Porsche 
Boxster/Cayman. 

The Nissan cannot have the same badge 
cachet, but for ability and standard spec at 
bargain prices, it must not be ignored.

SITTINGBOURNE manager Gary 
Abbott hopes to keep the majority 
of his squad for next season in 
order to mount another challenge 
for the Ryman South play-offs.
